Senate OK's 
Minimum 
Wage Pact 

WASHINGTON ( AP) * — The 
Senate has passed its version of 
minimum wage legislation that 
would extend the law's coverage 
to at least seven million more 
workers and boost base pay 
from the present JL25 to $1.60 
an hour. 

The-Senate version, approved 
by a 5-57 vote Friday, now 
goes to a conference with the 
House. The House npproved a 
similar bill 301-93 last May 26. 

Sponsors said they are confi- 
dent the conferees will be able 
to come to agreement quickly 
on a compromise version. 

The Senate action was a sub- 
stantial victory for President 
Johnson, who has pushed' the 
bill, and also promised to give 
the AFL-CIO its first major suc- 
cess of the 89th Congress. 

A Senate lilibuster earlier this 
session killed the AFUCIO's 
top-priority item — a measure 
that would have repealed sec- 
tion MB of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
The section allows states to ban 
the union shop. 

The minimum wage bill won 
the votes of 42 Democrats and 
15 -Republicans on final passage. 
Opposed were eight Democrats 
and nine Republicans. 

Conferees on_the bill will have 
to decide whether to make the 
new $1.60 wage floor effective 
Feb. 1, 1S6G, as the Senate voted 
and Johnson asked, or a year 
later as the House stipulated. 

They also must act on a Re- 
publican amendment Inserted in 
the bill Friday over strong op- 
position that would reduce cov- 
erage of the bill by 185,000 
workers.

HAMPTON, Va. (AP) - Lu 
nar Orbiler, near the end of an 
exhaustive photo session with 
the moon, will begin Monday 
the tedious job of transmitting 
some 200 pictures back to earth. 

The camera-carrying .space- 
craft will take final photos on 
orbit 54, at 11 p.m. Sunday, and 
orbit 55, at 2 a.m. Monday. 

"That will complete the 
planned photographic mission 
for Lunar Orbiler," a spokes- 
man at Langley Research Cen- 
ter said Saturday. "Then 'begins 
a readout of all the photographs 
she has taken." 

-The- readout r to begin-as-soon 
as possible after the final shots, 
will take until about Sept. 35, 
the spokesman said. 

National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration officials 
expect to receive some 200 pic- 
tures from the spacecraft. 

The long readout is necessary,, 
the spokesman said, because 
only one frame of film can be' 
transmitted back to earth within 
a -15-minute period during each- 
orbit of the moon.

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Inactive Candidate 

It hasn't dawned on most Idahoans 
yet, but there's only one active candidate 
for lieutenant governor in the November 
elections. He's Jack M. Murphy, who' 
won the Republican nomination. The 
present lieutenant governor, William A. 
Drevlow, will be listed on the ballot. That 
will be about the extent of his campaign- 
ing. Mr. Drevlow is 77 years old, ailing 
and not ihclihed to be active. The Demo- 
crats prevailed on Mr. Drevlowito seek 
re-election because they fhoughjfhe had 
a better chance of being elected to the of- 
fice than any other Democrat. Mr. Drev- 
low went along with the idea, but he had 
one specification — he wouldn't cam- 
paign. 

Primary election expenses filed by the 
various candidates have confirmed Mr. 
Drevlow's intention to bo an inactive 
candidate. He spent $37.20 to gain the 
Democratic nomination, by far the low- 
est amount spent by any of the candi- 
dates for state office. 

Quite clearly, Democratic leaders ex- 
pect Mr. Drevlow, in spite of his age and 
infirmities — or maybe because of them 

— has a chance to coast back into office. 
The strategy might go beyond that point 
to resignation and selection of a succes- 
sor through processes that would have 
assured a Democrat retaining the office. 

Of course, when the Democrats got to- 
gether on the 1966 strategy, they couldn't 
foresee that Gov. Robert, E. Smylie 
would be defeatedrih-the primary elec- 
tion. It was the original intent to try to 
keep a Democratic lieutenant 'governor 
to assure that Gov. Smylie would remain 
a "captive" governor, a Republican who 
wouldn't walk away from the governor's 
chair and permit a Democrat to move 
into the office. 

On the GOP side of the fence, most 
top- Republicans, expected Gov. Smylie 
would be re-elected. However, there was 
a vague undercurrent of feeling he would 
go on to bigger and better things, pos- 
sibly as a national leader in the party. 
That's why there was such a scramble 
to get the GOP nomination as lieutenant 
governor. Everyone was fooled.' 

Now there's a chance voters will fool 
all the politicians ngain in November. 
The Democratic candidate, Charles Hern- 
don, seems to have the inside track to 
be elected governor. If voters stop feel- 
ing sorry for Mr. Drevlow nnd elect Mr. 
Murphy as lieutenant governor, the State- 
house situation will be exactly reversed 

— a "Democratic governor and a Re- 
publican lieutenant governor. It could 
happen just that way. , 

If Mr. Drevlow retains the office with- 
out campaigning, you can be suro Idaho 
, politicians will devote some nddcd hours 
i to study, Every politician always 
drcums of being elected without cam- 
paigning. 

Regardless of what happens, Idaho 
should take steps to eliminate tho pos- 
sibility of having njgovernor from one 
party nnd a lieutenant governor from the 
other party. The governor nnd lieutenant 
governor should function as a team, Just 
us the President and vlco president of the 
United States.

Nevertheless. I suppose Lyndon Johnson should 
get points. for trying, Jin account of the U.S. 
pays the largest single share — 31.92 per cent— 
if the UN's budget and should at least go through 
he motions of seeming responsible. But there 
s more reason than usual to expect the effort 
to be futile this year because General Secretary 
U Thant has tossed the boys a record 5128,277,- 
800 budget, which is JG.6 million more than the 
current appropriation. With a bunch like that, 
a budget is more likely to be increased than 
cut, - 
Moreover, Thnnt seems to have recovered 
from a mild attack of economy suffered last 
fall when he proclaimed he would hold the bud- 
get down to J120 million. Thant's budget mes- 
sage, while mildly taking-nole-of the fac,t that 
the UN'is virtually bankrupt, made no mention 
of this slip of the tongue. 

Indeed, the UN is expanding, its activities de- 
spite being in hock for more than $100 million, 
plus a $173 million bond issue, it is spending an 
extra $2.7 million for the newly-established UN 
Conference on Trade and Development, which 
will get 80 new employes to bring its total pay- 
roll to 276, and another $4 million for what 
Thant calls the "higher costs" of maintaining 
the organization, mostly higher salaries. And 
yet in his budget message, Thant took a swipe 
at the UN's penchant for setting up autonomous 
little units which competo~with one another for 
funds. 

INTERNATIONAL DEADBEATS— Meanwhile, 
Thant managed to continue to ignore the in- 
transigence of France and the communist bloc 
in refusing to pay assessments for the Congo 
peace-keeping operations — which is the real 
source of the UN's financial troubles. This com- 
bination also has t refused to pay portions of 
their regular budget dues as well, on the 
grounds that monies have been illegally ear- 
marked for Interest payments and bond redemp- 
tion. The UN thus is place in the position of 
having to default on its obligations. 

In this connection, Ambassador Goldberg Is 
said to have been instructed by President John- 
son to reopen the question of voluntary contribu- 
tions by the Soviet Union to other UN programs. 
When the U. S. decided, with rabbit-like reason- 
ing, not to press for a decision on whether 
Russia and France should lose their voting 
rights because of their arrears, it was with the 
understanding that Moscow and Paris would 
sweeten the kitty with gifts. 

At the time, Goldberg hailed this arrange- 
ment as "a gentleman's agreement." But Gold- 
berg overlooked one necessary ingredient In 
such a deal. A gentleman's agreement requires 
the participation of gentleman.

In such enscs, the trial and 
error method Is unsatisfactory, 
to say tho least. 

I am not cohvlhccfl, however, 
that the committee's approach 
—tho use symbol* Instead of 
words— will solve tho problem, 
It Is thinking In terms of put' 
ting .sllholictte* on the doors. 

The trouble with that Is that 
so many woihen nowadays wear 
slacks, and so ninny fellows 
have long hnlr, silhouettes are 
virtually mennlnRless.

Before that opening their at- 
tempt to dramatize their opposi- 
tion to the war had fallen olf al- 
most to zero. 

Whether the masters at the 
top fn Hanoi, and Peking believe 
their own propaganda no one 
can say. Shut away in their air- 
tight ideological prison they 
seen to have an Infinite capacity 
for self-deception. But, belief or 
merely cynical propaganda, the 
uproar in the committee room 
was a godsend to the Commun- 
ists bent on fighting the war in 
Viet Nam to the bitter end. See, 
they are saying, here you have 
it — only force holds free Amer- 
icans from revolting against the 
military and the capitalists wag- 
ing a war of aggression against 
the Vietnamese people. 

Underscoring the damage Is 
the fact that active opposition to 
President Johnson's policy in 
Viet Nam has, with the excep- 
tion of the peaceniks, all but 
subsided. Sen. J. William Ful- 
bright, the most articulate of the 
Congressional critics, in an in- 
terview the other day said in 
effect that opposition was futile 
since the Congress was more 
warlike than the President. He 
was saying to Hanoi that the 
Johnson Administration means 
to go through with the war no 
matter what the cost in escala- 
tion. 

Aside from the Communist 
capitals, the damage elsewhere 
in the world and here at home 
cansot be discounted.

Johnson's Council of Economic 
Advisers. 

In an interview, CAB Chair- 
man Chnrfcs S. Murphy told 
The Associated Press that: 

— The board's study of the 
airlines fare structure 
have been completed before the 
end of this year — wn9 delayed 
hy the six-week strike against 
five airlines until early next 
year. 

— The board has decided to 
permit the trunk airlines to con- 
tinue until next April 23 the 
temporary extra charges for jet 
services as well as the "Discov- 
er America excursion lares." 
The added fares hnd been 
scheduled to expire Dec. 31. 

Murphy said the "Implication 
of these developments Is that 
one need not expect nny major 
move on the part of the board to 
do anything about fares until 
results of the Tare structure 
study ore In and more experi- 
ence has been gathered on ex- 
cursion fares and jet sur- 
charges." 

Acklcy said at the end of the 
machinists' walkout that the 
council regretted that the strike 
settlement substantially exceed- 
ed the council's guideposts for 
wage boosts. 

He added: "Fortunately, 
this particular case, the exces- 
sive settlement will not require 
higher prices to air passengers 
or shippers. 

"The high rate of productivity 
advance which has character- 
ized the airline industry, and is 
expected to continue, means the 
airline fares can continue to 
trend downward, despite this 
excessive settlement," 

Airline fares over the years 
have developed in haphazard 
fashion. 

The result has been a mush- 
rooming variety of fares and 
rates, ranging from unduly high 
to unduly low. 

The CAB accordingly ordered 
its thorough study of the-domes- 
tlc air fare structure. It asked 
for and received help from the 
airlines In assembling data.. 

Murphy said one goat ot the 
study would be to provide guid- 
ance so that in the end "the var- 
ious fares will have the proper 
relationship to each other." 

Last year the CAB gave the 
airlines temporary authority to 
charge higher fares on modern 
jet equipment than on the older, 
slower aircraft, it in the same 
period they ottered experimen- 
tal promotional fares at a level 
that would stimulate traffic.' 
, Among the responses to this 
action were the "Discover 
America" fares Introduced by 
all of the trunk airlines and sev- 
eral local service companies. 

These provided a 25 per cent 
discount, on the regular round- 
trip jet coach lares and on trips 
completed wllhln 30 days. 

Murphy has told the airlines 
the CAB hopes that when the 
fare structure study has been 
completed, it will bo possible to 
work out Informally any 
changes In fares that may be 
"necessary and proper." 

The CAB has never ordered a 
reduction in nlrilncs fares, par- 
tially because formal proce- 
dures available to It arc cum- 
bersome- and often ineffective. 
Yet tha board often has been 
successful In bringing about Im- 
portant, air fare reductions,

It jumps and turns like a small 
girl skipping rope, defiantly ig- 
niting trench - protected areas 
and carelessly ignoring fire 
lines. 

It can be whipped to fury by 
j-UHty ■ winds, and when that 
happens "all you can do is get' 
-out pi the way and let it burn, 
another fireman said. 

It Just makes you sick, he 
added. 

Firefiphting is dirty, exhaust- 
ing work, but by far the worst 
part of the business is "knowing 
that you can't do anything about 
some or the fires— it makes you 
feel so puny and Jielplcss," Glen 
Church, Hurley, said. 

Control of the fire is a joint 
Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) and Sawtooth National 
Forest Service effort. Approxi- 
mately one third of the fire 
crews are from BLM; another 
third arc Forest Service men, 
and organized independent 
crewa comprise the remaining 
third. 

Fire crews wn\ frequently 
stay with a fire for eight or 
•ten days. .When asked if the 
men played cards or read dur- 
inR their rest periods, Blandford 
said "Are you kidding? We 
sleep, any chance we can get."

what was later described as a 
"tornado-like whirlwind of fire." 
When asked what they thought 
when they realized their near- 
miss, both agreed that they 
hadn't had time to think about 
anything but "getting out of 
there." 

Near - misses are common- 
place to these men. So far this 
year, however, there have been 
no range fire fatalities or ser- 
ious injuries. 

This particular fire will have 
many different consequences for 
Magic Valley residents. Fore- 
most in the minds of many 
sportsmen is the question of the 
deer. 

The fire burned approximate' 
ly 1,500 acres of bitter brush 
area. The bitter brush acreage 
Is a favorite deer feeding 
ground and its loss., may force 
the deer out of tEe area com- 
pletely. Ma^s dew starvation is 
another possWmty. 

"That was the very heart of 
the deer country," Russell C. 
(Bud) Larsen, a Kimberly 
cattleman now operating a Cat- 
erpillar tractor on the fire 
breaks, commented. "This is 
the most vicious fire I've evei 
seen," he added. 

The heartbreaking, part of 
{ircfighling, according to Lar- 
sen, Is the apparent futility of 
the fire crews' efforts. 

"You work for five or six 
hours setting up a fire break, 
he said, "only to have the firc_ 
jump it like It wasn't there— all' 
gone in a matter of minutes- 
five or six hours of back-break 
ing, sweaty, dirty work." 

Larsen was working in the 
Nnt-Soo-Pah area. He spent 17 
hours on the lines before he 



This area, he said, was "terrifi. 
cally hot." 

I've never seen anything like 
it," he commented. 

Fire crews must stay with_a 
fire until it is absolutely cold, 
and details of men are sent out 
over the burned acreage to as- 
sure that the fire is "dead out." 

These mop-up operations are 
what Blandford referred to as i 
'the worst part of the whole 
fire." They include removal of 
burned • livestock and the ten- 
dious patrolling of "hot snots." 

The firefighters* job won't end 
when news of the big tire pass' 
cs from the newspaper's front 
pages. Many or the* BLM and 
Forest. Service men will remain 
at the fire camps for days after 
the major flames are out. 

"It's a hell of a way to earn 
a living," one of the men con- 
cluded.

schools exist in accordance with 
constitutional rights and be- 
cause of religious persuasions. 
Tliey do not compete with, but 
cooperate with and supplement, 
public schools.

It stretches just as far as one 
in see, and even further than 
that. It is in-two parts and one 
goes that way nnd one comes 
this way." *" 

It is the new Interstate High- 
way which is sprouting across 
this section of Idaho. 

Through this entire section of 
Magic Valley it runs along the 
north side of the mighty Snake 
River Canyon. 

When the initial pioneers plod- 
ded across this same area they 
chose to stay on the south side 
of tho Snake River. It seemed to 
them to be the better trail, with 
a minimum of necessary hard, 
ships. 

There are people today 
'around these parts who still be- 
lieve that the best place for the 
trail-or tho Interstate High- 
way, for that matter— Is on the 
south side of the Snake River. 

But, more than 100 years of 
what Is termed progress, plus 
educated engineers instead ot 
just weary, blcary-cycd pioneers 
who wanted only to get to the 
other end of the road, convinced 
some- that the best place for a 
new road was north of the river, 
away from the population cen- 
ter of the valley. 

There still are some who will 
argue this reasoning, but the 
road Is nearlng completion and 
it will stay where It is. The ef- 
fect this decision will have on 
the business of the people who 
live to the south remains to ' 
seen. 

Putting the new Interstate up 
north had one- good side effect. 
It resulted in construction of a 
new Hansen Bridge, destined to 
replace the one that has served 
since the horse and buggy days, 
an era for which it was Intend- 
ed. 

There are doubts that a new 
bridge would have been con- 
structed if the new highway had 
been south -of the river. Some 
see the bridge as an "all day 
sucker for the kid who did not 
get the box of candy." 

Perhaps it is, but It is a 
bridge, it Is new and when II 
is dedicated and put into use 
in the near future it will be 
appreciated. 

Another situation — Intended 
or otherwise— has come to keep 
the highway pot boiling. 

There arc many who, after 
looking over the -setup, declare 
ttia interchanga betweco. the 



Interstate and Highway 93 north 
of Twin Falls wilt be an acci- 
dent trap. 

While practically all Inter- 
changes fed traffic In or out 
ol arterial highways by means 
' sweeping, curving roqds 
sometimes termed "clover- 
leafs," the interchange north of 
Twin Falls will take the traf- 
fic out of nnd into Highway 03 
at practically right angles. 



That this particular Inter- 
change will be one of the most 
widely used because of those 
motorists leaving the Interstate 
to go north to Sun Valley or 
south to Twin Falls and Ne- 
vada, is a foregone conclusion. 

Those who brought up the so- 
Icrmcd "mistake" in traffic 
control declare it will not be 
a safe Interchange. _ 

They say the entry" pattern 



will force motorists leaving 
Highway 93 to clow down to a 
snail's pace, thus impeding 
traffic while they prepare to 
leave tho roadway at a right 
angle. 

Motorists emerging from tho 
Interstate, they declare, will 
break Into Highway 93 traffic 
In a broadside position.

Unable to believe their eyes, a group of RICHFIELD people 
nevertheless took after a cinnamon brown bear about 11:30 a.m.

-The bear had been trying to 
climb an apple tree when first

There Blair Sorensen joined 
Mrs. Everett Ward, and her two 
sons, Everett Lee Jr., and Scott.

Cutthroat Trout Make Comeback in 
Priest Lake After Special Program

BOISE— Cutthroat trout," a na- 
tive species which for years has 
been a rarity in many Idaho wa- 
ters, is making a comeback to 
Priest Lake. 

Cutthroat are wilderness fish 
which do not adjust easily to the 
inroads of civilization or compe- 
tition from other fish species as 
well as many of our other game 
fish have done. The result has 
been a slow declino jn quality 
cutthroat fishing in many wa- 
ters. 

Priest Lake, located at the ex- 
treme tip of Idaho's panhandle,

was selected to receive an inten- 
sive cutthroat reestablishmcnt 
study. In 1364 the Idaho Fish and 
Game Department hired a fish- 
eries biologist to stay at the lake 
"o direct the many-faceted 
:tudy. 

The year 1964 marked the ini- 
tial portion of the program with 
funds made available from the 
Idaho Fish and Game Depart- 
ment's accelerated Five Point 
Program. Refinements have 
since been added to the already 
complex study. 

Incubation channels have been 
constructed on two of the larger 
tributary streams: Kalispcll 
Creek on the west side of the 
lake, and Hunt Creek on the easi 
iide. The channels are construct- 
ed so that water can be diverted 
from the streams through the 
channels. Graded gravel lines 
the channels, and cutthroat eggs 
in the "eyed" stage are put ' 
the gravel. 

With a minimum of care these 
eggs should hatch about 30 dayL 
after being placed in the gravel. 
The channels are placed near 
the mouth of the streams so that 
the young fish will soon migrate 
(o the lake where growth i: 
much faster _ than in the 
stream. 

The advantage gained -by this 
early return to the lake could be 
significant when it is understood 
that fish spawned in these 
streams normally remain in the 
stream two or three years be- 
fore entering the lake. 

Another phase of the study in- 
volvcs the release of fingerling 
cutthroat trout in Upper Priest 
Lake. This lake Is connected to 
the main Priest Lake by a mile 
long slow moving river known 
as the Thoroughfare. The Uppci 



Lake has received considerable 
attention recently due to nation- 
al legislation designed to keep 
the lake in its natural slate with 
no buildings or roads permitted. 

The past three years have seen 
a total of 623,000 fingerling cut- 
throat released in the Upper 
Priest Lake. The release itself 
requires considerable work and 
coordination. It requires three 
rucks two or three days to 
ransport the fish from the 
Sandpoint hatchery to Camp No. 
3 at the northeast tip pf Priest 
Lake, 

this point, the fish are 
transferred to boats furnished by 
members of the Priest Lake 
Sporlsman's Association. 

The boats travel through the 
Thoroughfare to the Upper Lake 
where the fish arc released. 
About a dozen boats arc in- 
volved for the two or three-day 
period to move this tremendous 
number of fish. 

Nearly 10 per cent of the cut- 
throat have been marked with 
a fin clip. In 196-J the right 
iral fin was clipped off, in 1965 
the left ventral fin, and 
the adipose fin. Fishermen 
catching any marked cutthroat 
are urged to inform the Fish and 
Game Department. Informatioi 
needed includes which fin is 
missing, length of fish and 
weight of fish, if known. 

Sportsmen are now beginning 
to reap the benefits of this pro- 
gram. Where cutthroat trout 
were something of a rarity in 
the creel five or six years ago, 
they are now furnishing a size- 
able portion of the bag. A thor- 
ough creel census study is being 
carried out on the lake to deter- 
mine just how many fish of 
each species are being taken.

- DRTED ARRANGEMENTS: 
Few fields in gardening have 
enjoyed the popularity of mak- 
ing dried arrangements for in- 
door bouquets. One good item to 
collect now Is the weed teasel, 
growing along roads and In the 
fields. Collect them any time 
nnd dry them by hanging upside 
down in a garage for a couple of 
weeks. Then they can be dipped 
or sprayed in gold or silver 
paint. 

Another good Item to collect 
Is tho Poe Geo hydrangea blos- 
som, which should be brought 
indoors in early September be- 
fore flowers get too large, and 
whilo the pink and green color- 
ing Is at Its best. After frost, 
the color changes to a muddy 
brown or beige. All hydrangeas 
should bo hung upside, down and 
dried in an nlry place. 

Milkweed pods are uaciul, too. 
Cut tho pods whllo still green. 
Start nt the top nnd pull the out- 
er layer off, open tho pod nnd 
remove the silk. This will Rlvc 
you n befuiliful pod that needs 
no painting. It dries beautifully. 
Dried pods color well if tinted, 
nnd nro Ideal for indoor ar- 
range ments. 

Hero's n neat trick to use dip 
ping pods, cones, etc. First, fill 
n basin with wntcr, nnd over the 
wnlcr pour n thin film of paint 
color of your choice, whether It's 
nhiminum, gold, red or wlmt. 
This serves two purposes; You 
don't need a great deal ol paint 
nnd wntcr helps to nprciui t 1 " 
paint ntoro evenly. 

Next, dip the puds through llic 
thin film or prilnt (which Is rcj 
luK on tho surface o( the wntor), 
then dry the mnlorlnlfl "(ler dl 
plug. It 1 works flno, saves you n 
, lot nf paint.

You can use white or red 
wlna vinegars, cider or other 
fruit vinegars, white or distilled 
vinegars made by acetic fer- 
mentation of dilute distilled al- 
cohol. 

Herb vinegars may bo made 
In many varieties and combina- 
tions. Tho basic vinegar Is In- 
fused with herbs, seeds, petals 
of flowers, and seasonings In- 
clude basil, burner, borage, tar- 
ragon, thymes, Mnrjornm, 
chives, mints, rose geranium 
leaves,' rose petals or nastur- 
tium (lowers. Timo needed for 
infusion of vinegar varies ac- 
cording to which you use fresh 
or dried herbs. 

If dried herbs nro used, boil- 
ing vinegar should bo poured 
over them; let stand for ten 
days. If fresh herbs nro used, 
cither they may ho placed in 
cold vincgnr, corked and sot 
aside, or the infusion put Into a 
jar, set In n pan of wntcr on Ihc 
stove till the water bolls, then 
removed, cooled nnd corked, 
Fresh herb vlncgiir should stand 
for from two to four weeks. Af- 
ter it has stood tho proper time, 
strain It through flno muslin, fil- 
ter papors, nnd rchottlo.

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Air Pollution Extends Potentially 
Over Every Town in United States

The le(t-«ver» of yesterdays 
living become a rusty, *»«"« 
canopy In today's sky - hang- 
ing on a whim or the air. 

The a crid .gas rises and falls 
like a malevolent ghost, and 
plaguw the eyes, the nojes, 
threats and lungs of a city. How 
many of Its creators )t Will, and 
how many It only sickens, no 
one knows. 

In Chicago alone, a million 
automobiles and 50,000 trouble- 
some smokestacks manufacture 
their own ghost, putt by noxious 
puff. In Los Angeles, despite 
stringent controls, 3'/4 million 
cars burn seven million gallons 
of gasoline a day, and' push 
more than 10,000 tons of exhaust 
gases Into the air. 

But air pollution, Is a broad- 
shouldered • horror, and It ex- 
tends potentially over_ every 

town In America. It Is already 
In some most unlikely places. 

It rolls across high valleys In 
Montana, over a sunshine city 
In Arhwna, along a river plain 
In Kansas, over the mile-high 
plateau, of Denver, down Into 
Uircrevlces of New York's tight 
Uttlejsland, through the narrow 
streets of New Orleans, and 
even In Chicago, a supposedly 
_ wIn<Jy"clty on Lake Michigan. ~ 
It Is born of the American 
people's great modem need for 
energy to do what have become 
superhuman tasks: an automo- 
bile to travel 15 mlies to work 
and back, electricity to run a 
world on, heat In winter, cool 
air In summer, a thousand cir- 
cling industries to produce 
goods near enough to be cheap 
enough to buy, and, the Inevita- 
ble garbage truck to take away 
the containers this modern 
world comes In. ■ 

And all of It takes fuel. And 
fuel makes smoke. And smoke 
— Js-the name.of _thc_air 'pollution 
game — smoke and Its silent 
competitor, weather, one natur- 
al force man can't control. 

London, England, gave smog 
Its name from the smoko of coa 
fires and fog. Smog paid brief 
visits to the United States, to 
steel-making Pittsburgh, and to 
St. Louis when coal fires In 
winter clogged the air. 
But smog found Its American 
- home In' the least likely of 
places — a white, sparkling, 
wldeopen city on the West 
Coast, .':Los Angeles had small 
hints before, but on Sept. 8, 
1943, It got Its first real taste of 
the haze that was to make It the 
smog capital of the world. ' 

The.JLos Angeles basin was 
■fllllRg with war Industry and 
new people. Then suddenly 
came the gray cloud, and every- 
one was coughing, sneezing, 
crying and choking within it. 
The moment had come.' The 
aerial trash, and a weather con- 
dition that . hadn't mattered 
much before, combined to choke 
the city. 

Yet few people then could 
guess that the pall would spread 
across the nation. 

Few would have predicted 
that 23 years later the President 
of the United States would label 
air pollution a major problem 
costing the nation {1 billion a 
month, that Congress would 
pass a Clean Air Act, that the 
auto Industry would be ordered 
_to equip all new models with 
exhaust control devices. 

Tho problem — born of pros- 
perity — has come to pass. The 
questions now Is, how far will It 
go? 

Air pollution has such a head 
start that It Is hard to catch up 
with it. 

A mayor of Pittsburgh re- 
members that In 1940 his city 
had a dust-fall of 60 tons a 
square mile. By 1960, controls 
had cut It to 35 tons. By 1970, it 
should be down to 30 tons. Prog- 
ress? Yes. But the best thnt 
could be dono In the Steel City 
over 24 years was to cut the 
dust fall by two-thirds. And 
what of other pollution problems 
— hydrocarbons, sulfur dioxide 



and other noxious chemicals. 

By best estimates, the United 
States pollutes Its one quadril- 
lion tons of air with over 130 
million tons of smokey chemi- 
cals each year. 

What docs It do to t he nation's, 
hcaIth7~Perhap3 no one can say 
for sure.- But there is a sudden 
Increase In asthma cases at ma- 
or New, York City hospitals In 
he month of September, coinci- 
dent with cold weather and 
home heating. 

There Is a rash of asthma 
cases in New Orleans when 
winds bring in the smoke from 
trash burning outside the city. 
And some experts point to the 
London smog attacks of 1952 
and 1962, tho first claiming in 
part some 4,000 lives, the strand 
some 400. r- • -* 4- 

And there was the Pcnnsylva. 
nla towjiof Donora, where thou 
sandsr became 111 and 17 died in 
the smoke from Industry that 
weather bottled up in the valley. 

Some experts think that the 
concentration of carbon monox- 
ide around highways Is so heavy 
at times that it actually causes 
accident, drugging drivers into 
making mistakes. 

But the automobile also adds 
sooty hydrocarbons and oxides 
of nitrogen Into the air, and 
these are transformed by ultra- 
violet lifeht from the sun into 
□le 



ultra-violent gases that irritate 
the eye and bedevil the nose 
and throat. They call It Los An- 
;les-type smog. 
Yet each city, each state, has 
Its own air pollution recipe, de- 
termined riot only by how many 
smokestacks, but by how much 
of different kinds of fuels are 
burned. .... 

Los Angeles, considered to 
hnve the best air pollution con- 
trol program In the nation, has 
eliminated coal burning as a 
pollution problem, and would 
ilke-to-reduce-pollution-fromoll 
burning still farther. It wants to 
burn' ' more natural gas. But, 
sadly, there Isn't enough natural 
gas to go around. 

One of the least likely places 
you would expect to find smog 
problems is in the grandeur of 
the Rocky /Mountains. Yet the 
city of Denver is going through 
the painful realization that a 
booming population, more cars, 
and more Industry means more 
smoke. 

At times, the smog celling 
settles so low that the tops of, 
the city's skyscrapers rise like! 
the nearby Rockies out of dis- 



mal pools of smoke. 

Smog's meteorological 
complice is called a temper- 
ature inversion. Normally the 
air decreases in temperature 
and density with altitude. 
S moko norma lly r ides Its w arm 
air upwards, a Is stpa ting in the 
atmosphere and being blown 
nwayjjBut not In a temperature 
Inversion. 

Temperature inversions gen- 
erally happen two ways. Some- 
Jimcs a warm front moves In 
over static cooler air. Some- 
times, on a quiet, clear fall 
night, the ground radiates Its 
heat skyward and cools the air 
at a low level, while warm air 
prevails above. 

Whichever the case, few 
places are Immune. 

Some have suggested, only 
some in Jest, that big blowers be 
built to shove the smog out of 
the Los Angeles basin. But air 
pollution control chief S. Smith 
Griswold says it would take the 
power of five Boulder Dams to 
move the air just one mile in 
one hour, "and If the good Lord 
wants to move It in the other 
direction,' you have a losing 
game on your hands." 

But If air pollution Is a nation- 
al problem,, it is one with only 
local_manifestaUoiis,JocaLsolu- 
tions. One of the most effective 
city programs being developed' 
Is Chicago's — 110 people and a 
computer In a systematic attack 
on pollution problems. 

The city has devised new 
Ideas to spy on its Immediate 
sky. Unmanned, automated sta- 
tions —"like a flock of urban 
satellites — sit atop city build- 
ings and beep back to air pollu- 
tion control headquarters read- 
ings on- the city's air. The city Is 
putting remote control televi- 
sion cameras at vantage points 
to keep an aerial view on the 
eity's smokestacks. 
-r-The computer-records -all this, 
and keeps tabs on reports from 
men in the Held, making annual 
Inspections and reportfng viola- 
tions of a tight city pollution 
control code.
